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DR. JOHN J. BROWN, whose portrait we present 
to our readers, was born at Amenia, Dutchess Co., 
N. Y., almost under the eaves of the Amenia Seminary. 
At an early age he developed an aptitude for mechanical 
pursuits, which his surroundings and the watchfulness of 
a careful and earnest mother seconded. He has often re- 
peated to his classes that he believed the encouragement 
he thus early received had an important bearing on his 
future career. At the age of sixteen his parents removed 
to Lima, N. Y., where he attended the seminary. No 
college claims him as an alumnus. 

In 1842 Dr. Brown entered the ministry of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal church, and joined the West Genesee Con- 
ference. For fifteen years he was an active pastor, but in 
1857 was appointed to have charge of the Dansville Sem- 
inary. After remaining there for six years he was elected 
principal of the East Genesee Conference Seminary. In 
1855 he removed to Fulton, N. Y., where he taught five 
years in the Falley Seminary. For one year he was Pro- 
fessor of Chemistrv and Industrial Mechanics in Cornell 
University, which position he resigned in 1871, feeling 
that his duty called him to aid in the foundation of Syra- 
cuse University. Of his work here we need not speak. 

Besides his work in the class-room Dr. Brown has been a 
contributor to many of the scientific periodicals. For five 
years he was editor of Humphrey s Journal of Photography ;

during ten years he edited the scientific department of 
the Northern Christian Advocate, published in this city; 
and he has at various times written articles which were 
published in the Scientific American, For eleven years he 
took observations for the U. S. Meteorological bureau^ 
and was four years inspector of alcohol and coal oils for 
Western New York. He has delivered lectures at various 
times on scientific subjects. 

When Dr. Brown left the ministry and began to teach 
he did not by that act sink into inactivity in Christian 
work. He has always been strenuous in his efforts to 
make his influence felt in this direction. The Y. M. C. A. 
of the college has always found ready support from him 
in all its work, and he has always been ready to aid them 
to the utmost of Ms power. In doing this, he has never 
obtruded his own <^nio/if jx^ia dictatorial manner upon 
the classes who ha^^ 'cojn;Q/.«ireder his instruction and 
influence, although ever ready to defend them when 
called upon. ' ' -.- 

The department of- science^ in which the greater part of 
his life has been spent, is chemistry. In this field he has 
made several valuable discoveries. 

Professor Brown received the degree of A. M. from 
Genesee College, and the degree of LL. D., without his 
own solicitation or knowledge, from McKendree College. 

In common with several of the older professors, the 
University owes to Dr. Brown a debt of gratitude which 
it can never pay. Coming here when the project was 
deemed chimerical by many, he has given the best years 
of his life to the institution. Resisting the most tempting 
offers from more favored colleges, he has been true to the 
call of duty. For thirteen years he has never failed to be 
in his Dlace when able. 

Dr. Brown is now in his sixty-fifth year. That he may 
be spared to enjoy the pursuit of his favorite science 
many years is the wish of his large circle of friends. 
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I^NLY a few weeks longer can we strut through college 
(^ halls with the dignity of Seniors, ** the observed of 
all observers." Soon we will be Freshmen again, Fresh, 
men in a new school — the hard school of the world. The 
last year of our history has not been crowded with start- 
ling events.

We all expect to get on at Commencement. Each 
member has exercised great care in the preparation of his 
oration to select from standard authors, and these have 
been most conscientiously revised and remodeled. Ergo, 
why shouldn't we come on ? 

We are but a remnant of the great class which sat in 
the chapel on that memorable day, when '83, as if to give 
solemn import to the Amen of the Professor, rained upon 
our innocent heads a shower of salt and torpedoes.

It is with regret that we leave the familiar scenes of 
four years, and the joys, comforts and good fellowship of 
college life. With sorrow shall we exchange the last hand 
shake with our classmates. To our Alma Mater we say 
not adieu but au revoir. 
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TINOTHER year has passed, and the Class of '85 has 
(g, attained to the lofty distinction of Juniors, and 
now smiles complacently down upon the lower classmen. 
Growth has produced some wonderful transformations. 
Gentility has taken the place of greenness ; our rough 
edges have been smoothed off; defections have thinned 
our ranks ; and the eloquence of last year's Sophomore 
Exhibition, '* the best ever given in Syracuse," has devel- 
oped mto Junior orations. 

The past year has been one of stirring events. The 
latent energy of the class has been awakened anew. '86 
in its ice cream act displayed the only gleam of genius 
which has characterized its course. In spite of our 
utmost eflorts, in spite of hornings, of seasonings with 
red pepper, etc., etc., we have never been able to disturb 
the torpor that has settled upon them. Once they did 
attcvipt to distinguish themselves but their slavish fear 
compelled them to beg the upper classmen to intercede 
for them. For many nights to come will dire dreams 
haunt the troubled Sophomore. K fresh and vigilant foe 
is on his track. 

Our first appearance on the chapel rostrum was both 
pleasing and natural. New and refreshing articles on 
prominent characters and popular questions have held the 
audience spell-bound. Ca3sar, Alexander, and Napoleon 
have been retired ; the ghost of the '* father of his country " 
has not been invoked ; Joan ot Arc has not been on the bills, 
although Savanarola has made three appearances and been 
tortured, greatly to the delight (?) of the Freshmen. 
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'85 is the " Chancellor's Class ! " She has versatile genius 
and uses it to the best advantage. Last field-day, as at 
other times, she showed her athletic mettle and demon- 
strated that she succeeds in whatever she undertakes. In 
base ball she has never been defeated. 

For the tirst time in our history we have been called 
upon to mourn the death of a classmate. A strange feel- 
ing crept over us when the news first arrived that Warren 
S. Robbins was dead. It seemed scarcely possible that a 
life so consecrated to truth and honor could go out in 
darkness. Among the memories that will come rushing 
back upon us in the years to come as we think of our col- 
lege days, will be strangely mingled the familiar form and 
grave, earnest face of " Robbie.^' 
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!HE Class of '86 wheels into line her serried battalions 
for a second annual review. Stand back ye aesthetic 
Juniors and gaping Freshmen, while her book-worn 
veterans march past. Geometry, Trigonometry, Demos- 
thenes, Plato, Juvenal, the Bell Vowel Table, all have 
yielded to our indomitable will. Venimus, vidimus, vici- 
mtis. Among our captured battle-flags is one marked 
with the cabalistic signs b. h. a. o. s. 

The heroes of history grow pale and hide their periwigs 
for envy, when '86 is mentioned. '87 looked upon us 
and trembled ; she betook herself to the hollows of Har- 
rison Street, and there in secret conclave apportioned us 
for the slaughter. Alas ! we were never slain. We met 
them in the arena of the University parlors. Fear (ice 
cream) froze their vitals. They partook of the viands — 
that is, they took all they could get. Freshmen always 
do. We forgave them ; we remembered our weakness 
for cream and were lenient. We met them again in the 
hall. 'Twas a cold February night. Horror gathers 
round the scene. Mud, modeling clay, and water gathered 
round the Freshmen. Wet, stiff, and mad, j^//j hats, satis 
shoes, sans ceremony, they fled. Moral : Don't try to 
paste valentines over the Sophomores' closets, for fear 
that somebody should be looking at you. 

Our record has been sullied by no defeats. On the last 
annual field day '85 was there in all her vigor; with con- 
fidence and knotted muscles she laid hold of the rope. 
Some eight or ten of '86's stalwart sons who happened to 
be on the ground, caught up the other end, and the 
" Chancellor's Class " slid over the line in majestic help- 
lessness. In base-ball we played them half a game, and 
no challenges could ever induce them to finish it. Nor 
VI have our victories been confined to athletics. In the 1/ 



glorious and ever broadening realm of the intellect we 
have towered head and shoulders above all others. We 
have plucked the rarest flowers from the blooming genius 
of Homer; we have dug countless treasures from the 
mine of Analytics. We have advised, we have threatened, 
we have petitioned, but we have never cut, — the only 
reproach upon our remarkable class. 

But our chief success has been in oratory. The shades 
of Philips, Webster, Demosthenes, Sparticus, Booth have 
been hovering around our heads. Never before has such 
eloquence shaken the " Hall of Languages." In the thun- 
dered invective and the whispered love scene our melodi- 
ous (?) voices have been equally effective. All have lis- 
tened in open-mouthed wonder to the burning words of 
these modern Chrysostoms. Why did those brave couples 
walk in solitary magnificence from the lighted parlors of 
Shonnard Street, homeward, through the impenetrable 
darkness? The Sophomore had been there. Who was 
peppered this time, friend Junior? The ways of a Soph 
are past finding out. 

So our history unfolds. Steadily onward our march 
has ever been. Firm in integrity, unwavering in purpose, 
working steadily for the accomplishment of a great aim, 
what may our record not become? After the thinnings 
of a year's time and of the fell destroyer, Matrimony, we 
are still the largest class in college. When we greet 
you again we expect to have put on the dignified cloak 
of Junioric pomposity; until then we are jolly, good- 
natured, happy-go-lucky Sophomores. 

When, in the future ages of this terrestrial and some- 
what oblate spheroid, the diurnal motion of the earth 
shall gradually slacken, until at last it comes to a stand- 
still in its orbit, on the top-most crag of the upper 
illuminated surface will be seen standing, in majestic 
grandeur and native dignity, a band with intellectual 
foreheads and noble mien ; and, as the mists clear away, 
and the music of the spheres rolls on and is lost, a sweeter 
strain shall break forth from those concordant throats, 
** Vive la '86." 
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SEPTEMBER 20, 1883, was an auspicious day in the 
history of our University. Among the learned fac- 
ulty the faces of three new professors were seen ; but no 
event was so remarkable, nothing happened that attracted 
so much attention, as the appearance of a new class in 
the far-famed Hall of Languages. 

As, in the animal world, the early, and consequently 
less perfect forms of development, have given way to 
higher forms, so the Class of *86, a form of life less per. 
feet, had given way to the superior development of '87. 

At the appointed hour the new class took its place in 
the seats "reserved" for them in the chapel. How the 
Sophomores stared at us ! There were two causes for 
this. The first cause, was the natural superiority of the 
Class of '87; and the second cause was that '87 has a large 
number of ladies vulgarly called ** co-eds.** The Sopho- 
mores could scarcely wait for the " amen " of the prayer. 
Now and then one of them might be seen looking through 
his fingers at the new class. 

After chapel there was no " salt,'* neither did they give 
us a "rush;" although we did not know whether we 
would receive these "fitting preludes" or no:, we rather 
surmised that they would come ; nevertheless, the Sopho- 
mores did want us to sing. The upper classmen had 
piped and harped, *86 had rent the air with discords, and 
after many Sophomoric yells for 'S7, she struck the key- 
note and charmed even the natives by her strains of 
melody, which would have put Orpheus to shame had he 
heard the enchanting harmony. 
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The Sophomores manifested their liberality by gfiving 
us a " feed," " pulse to eat and water to drink." It is 
needless to say that we thrived on this dainty fare ; our 
appearance indicates it. 

'86 was anxious to play base-ball ! '87 willingly accepted 
her challenge. After a long and close contest, *86 barely 
won. Soon after another game was played : this time our 
foe was almost annihilated. Foot ball proved equally dis- 
astrous to *86. This was their Waterloo. Vanquished, 
torn and bleeding, they retreated from the field; we were 
the heroes of the hour. We challenged any "ball-nine" 
in College to play with us, but none could be found to 
chamoion a forlorn cause. 

It is not in athletic sports, however, that we have 
achieved the greatest distinction. Again and again has 
the voice of our honored Latin Professor resounded in 
our praise. Other members of the faculty have compli- 
mented us in a similar manner. In our essays nearly 
every branch of human (and some inhuman) knowledge 
has been explored and many astounding facts discovered. 
From the deepest political, metaphysical and theological 
topics down to gas, (gass,) 

It has always been customary for the lower classes to 
have literaries until they become Seniors, when they ** put 
away childish things." In accordance with this precedent 
we held a very successful literary through which *' peace 
and quiet reigned." 

Fearing that the readers of this history may pronounce 
us egotistical in thus prolonging the record of our good 
deeds, we will close with this prophecy : And it shall 
come to pass that she shall be called the Prince of classes. 

HiSTORVCUS. 
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FREDERICK HYDE, M. D., of Cortland, N. Y., Dean 
of the Medical Faculty of Syracuse University, and 
Professor of the Principles and Practice of Surgery 
was born at Whitney's Point, Broome County, New 
York, January 27th, 1809. His grandfather was General 
Caleb Hyde, of Berkshire Co., Mass., who won fame as a 
brave and skillful officer during the Revolutionary War. 
Dr. Hyde passed his early life in his native place, and 
obtained his education through private tutors and in the 
public and grammar schools of the town. In 183 1, he 
began to read medicine with Dr. Moe, of Tompkins 
County. Subsequently he became a pupil of Dr. Horace 
Bronson, of Cortland Countv. He attended three courses 
of lectures at the College of Physicians and Surgeons of 
the Western District of New York, located at Fairfield, 
and obtained his diploma of Doctor of Medicine from 
that institution in 1836. He was married in 1838, to Miss 
Eliza Goodyear, a daughter of Dr. Miles Goodyear, of 
Cortland, New York, and established himself in Cortland, 
where he has since resided and actively practiced his pro- 
fession. In 1854, he was appointed Professor of Obstetrics 
and Diseases of Women and Children in Geneva Medical 
College. In 1855 he was transferred to the Chair of Sur- 
gery in the same institution, and occupied that position 
until the closing of the college, and the organization of 
the Medical Department of Syracuse University in 1872, 
when he became Professor of Surgery in the faculty of 
that school. Previous to his connection with the Geneva 
Medical College he had for a few years taught a private 
class in anatomy in Cortland. Dr. Hyde has been twice 
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elected President of the Cortland County Medical Society. 
He is also a member of the Southern Central Medical 
Association of New York, and has been its President. 
Dr. Hyde is a permanent member of the New York State 
Medical Society, and in 1865 was President of that body. 
In 1868, he was a delegate from this society to the State 
Medical Society of New Jersey. He was one of the 
organizers of the American Medical Association, and is a 
permanent member of that organization. In 1876, he was 
a delegate to the International Medical Congress held at 
Philadelphia in connection with the Centennial Exhibi- 
tion. Dr. Hyde has contributed a number of scholarly 
articles to the literature of his profession. During the 
existence of the Southern Central Medical Association 
of New York, he contributed to its published transac- 
tions a series of reports on the surgery of Cortland 
County. Among his other contributions to medical litera- 
ture may be mentioned ** Fracture of the Cranium," pub- 
lished in the Transactions of the New York State Medical 
Society in 1863. In 1878, he read a paper before the 
American Medical Association," On the Process of Repair 
in Wounds With and Without Antiseptic Treatment." In 
1883, he was appointed by Governor Cleveland to be a 
trustee of the Asylum for Idiots at Syracuse, which office 
he holds at the present time. He is also a member of the 
executive committee of that board. In his long and suc- 
cessful professional career, extending now over a period 
of more than forty-eight years. Dr. Hyde has treated a 
large number of remarkable cases in general practice and 
has likewise performed many of the most difficult opera- 
tions in surgery. 

Dr. Hyde has been very active in promoting the welfare 
of public education. He was President of the Board of 
Trustees of Cortlandville Academy for eighteen of the 
twenty-five years of its existence. He has been a member 
of the local board of the Cortland Normal School since 
the school was organized in 1869. Hon. Henry S. Ran. 
dall, president of the board, died in 1876; Dr. Hyde was 
elected to be his successor in office. He has distinguished 
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himself as a school officer, and has earned the sincere 
gratitude of all educators by his course during what is 
known as the celebrated Cortland Normal School con- 
troversy. This controversy was inaugurated in August, 
1876, by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
who attempted covertly to appropriate to personal and 
political ends the normal school system of the State. He 
encroached gradually from i8;6 to June, 1880, upon the 
legal prerogatives of the board of the Cortland Normal 
School; in the summer of 1880 he attempted boldly and 
openly to wrest the Normal School from the concurrent 
authority of the board. Dr. Hyde withstood with dignity 
and firmness the onslaughts of the Superintendent; he 
stood with unswerving purpose against blandishments 
and against threats ; he and the board claimed concurrent 
authority in the administration of the affairs of the school. 
The controversy was carried by the Superintendent to 
the Supreme Court; the first two decisions were against 
the board ; but the Court of Appeals sustained by its 
decision of April 18, 1882, every point claimed by it under 
the law. Dr. Hyde was in this controversy a true patriot ; 
he enlarged the liberty of teachers; he added to the dig- 
nity of the profession of educators ; he ennobled the privi- 
leges of independent citizenship. 

Dr. Hyde was chosen a delegate from Cortland county 
to the American Medical Association, held in May, 1884, ^t 
Washington. By this association he was chosen a dele, 
gate to the British Medical Association, held at Belfast in 
July, and also to the International Medical Association, 
held at Copenhagen a little later. 
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LXJE are " Medics/' and we are not ashamed of it. 
^^ Popular opinion estimates the average medical stu- 
dent as " tough," but we think they do not always glean 
all the facts before they draw their conclusions. We are 
thought to be without feeling or morality while pursuing 
our course of study. But when we arc possessed of a 
"sheep-skin " and authorized to practice, the ailing public 
first learn that there is virtue in our little cases (and 
heads). Then there is no class of men more trusted or 
respected either in the capacity of professional advisers 
or of citizens. There are bogus diplomas, and there are 
quack doctors, but we, as a class, should no more be judged 
by counterfeits than should the church be counted false 
because it sometimes includes hypocrites. 

One reason why medical students are feared and dis- 
trusted is owing to a popular belief that our subjects for 
Practical Anatomy are supplied by nightly ** resurrec- 
tions." Any necessity for such uncanny practices has 
been removed by the law of this State. They will here, 
after exist only in imagination and in anecdotes of doubt- 
ful authenticity. 

Our Faculty is composed of gentlemen ot the highest 
standing in their profession and in society. We are held 
by them strictly to the required course which is broad 
and comprehensive. ** We were the second medical col- 
lege in the United States to adopt in full a graded course, 
together with an extension of the scholastic year to nearly 
double the usual length." Study or cribs, or both, are re- 
quired to pass our examinations. 

We have our frolics as well as our clinics. It is quite

PROF. GEORGE FISK COMFORT, A.M., Dean of 
the College of Fine Arts, was born at Berkshire, 
N. Y., September 20, 1833. At an early age his family 
moved to Missouri where he began his life of study at 
St. Charles College. After completing his preparation 
at Cazenovia Seminary, in 1853 he entered the Wesleyan 
University. During the year i854-'55 he taught painting 
and drawing at Wyoming Seminary, continuing his studies 
however and graduating in the Class of '57. For the 
next three years he engaged in teaching, occupying the 
position of instructor in Natural Sciences, Drawing and 
Painting in Amenia and Fort Plain Seminaries, and the 
Van Norman Institute in New York City. 

With the year i860 began his real life work. For the 
purpose of becoming familiar with the works of art of 
the old world, he entered upon a tour of Europe 
and the Orient. For six years he studied ^Esthetics, 
History and Practice of Art, Archeology, and Philology 
at Rome, Florence, Munich, Berlin and Paris. Berlin at 
the time was filled with literary men from all over E^urope, 
and through the kindness of a well-known savant who 
befriended him. Prof. Comfort had unusual advantages. 
Then, as now, Berlin was the intellectual capital of the 
world, and was especially the centre of art criticism. 

Returning to America, for two years he occupied the 
chair of Modern Languages and ^Esthetics in Allegheny 
College, Pennsylvania. Leaving there in 1868, New York 
was his home for the next four years. In 1872 he was 
called to the chair of Modern Languages in Syracuse 
University, and a year later was made Dean of the Col- 




lege of Fine Arts, both of which places he has most ably 
and acceptably filled. 

Two lines of study have alike shared Prof. Comfort's 
attention. Beginning life as a teacher of drawing and 
painting he has never lost his interest in either of these 
subjects, although often compelled by the pressure of 
business to forego the pleasure of the studio. His work 
as Dean of the Fine Art College is not alone a matter of 
business but is also a labor of love for the cause of Amer- 
ican Art. His personal experience as a teacher, his famil- 
iarity with the works of the best continental critics, as 
well as the results of his own study, render him eminently 
fit for the position he occupies. 

Aside from his study of the Fine Arts, Prof. Comfort 
has been equally active in the cause of Philology. During 
his residence in New York, he wrote a series of text- 
books on the German Language, and took a very active 
part in the formation of the American Philological 
Society, of which he was secretary for five years. During 
the same time he was instrumental in founding the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art ; he was also Lecturer in Chris- 
tian Archeology in Drew Theological Seminary. 

In addition to his other work, Prof. Comfort has been 
a constant contributor to the periodical literature of the 
day. He is the author of many of the articles on Arche- 
ology and Art in Johnson's and McClintock's Cyclopedias. 
For ten years he has been editor of the art department of 
the Northern Christian Advocate. He is a sincere believer 
in the utility of the modern languages as a means of edu- 
cation, and has ably enforced his belief with his pen. He 
is at present corresponding member of the Archeological 
Institutes of Rome, Paris and Berlin ; he is a member of the 
American Oriental Society, as well as corresponding 
member of the American Anthropological Society.

CDNSTITUTIDN, 



Article /. — Name, 

This organization shall be known as the Athletic Asso- 
ciation of Syracuse University. 

Article 11. — Object. 

The object of this Association shall be the promotion 
of such athletic sports as shall from time to time be 
deemed advisable. 

Article III. — Membership. 

Any member of Syracuse University shall be eligible 
to membership in this Association upon the payment of 
the required fees. 

Article IV, — Officers and their Duties. 

Section i. — The officers of this Association shall con- 
sist of a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treas- 
urer. 

Sec. 2. — The duties of the President and Vice-President 
shall be those usually devolving upon such officers. 

Sec. 3. — The Secretary shall take full minutes of all the 
meetings arid preserve a record of the same; conduct all 
correspondence ; receive and record the reports of the 
Financial Committee, and keep a revised list of the mem- 
bers of the Association. 

Sec. 4. — The Treasurer shall receive and hold in trust 
all moneys of the Association, and shall disburse the same 
only upon a written order signed by the chairman of the 
Financial Committee. He shall also render a full account 




of all moneys received and disbursed by him, at the regu- 
lar meetings of the Association, and shall hold himself in 
readiness to give an account of the balance in the treasury 
at any meeting. 

Article V. — Standing Committees and their Duties. 

Section i. — These shall consist of a Financial Committee 
of four, one from each class, and a Field Commit;tee of 
three, one from each of the three lower classes. 

Sec. 2. — It shall be the duty of the Financial Commit- 
tee to solicit members ; to receive all fees and render an 
account of the same to the Secretary, and pay into the 
treasury all money received. 

Sec. 3. — It shall be the duty of the Field Committee to 
superintend the grounds ; to purchase all supplies, and to 
be responsible for the safe keeping of all field property. 

A rticle VL — A mendnunts. 

This Constitution may be amended at any regular meet- 
ing by a two-thirds vote of the members present. 



BY-LHWS 



Article I. — Meetings, 

Section i. — The regular meetings of this Association 
shall be held on the second Wednesday of the Spring 
term, and the first Wednesday of the Fall term. 

Sec. 2. — Other meetings shall be held at the call of the 
President, or upon the written request of any seven mem- 
bers.

— The annual dues shall be fifty cents, payable at 
the regular meeting of the Spring terra. 

Article V. — Regulation of Expenses. 

All expenses involving a sum of five dollars or upwards, 
shall be brought before the Association. 

Article !'/. — Dropping Names. 
Any member six months in arrears shall be dropped 
from the list. 

Article VI!.— Use of Property. 
None except regular members shall be entitled to the 
use of Association property. 

Article VIII. — Organisation of Ball Nine. 

The Association shall elect the first five members of the 

University nine, who shall elect from their number a 

captain, and he shall select the remaining four, subject 

to the approval of a majority of the first five.

The Association shall elect a manager and the first five 
members of the University nine.

their work in more effectually than other mathematical 
men who lived for centuries.
